Sunday dinner was 
between noon and no later than 1 
o'clock. Very few families sit down 
together on a Sunday dinner 
today. The new trend is brunch

don’t cook on Sunday, that’s their 
day off. Hopefully these families 
are forming other traditions that 
the children will refer back to in 
years to come.
